Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 10/09/2007 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Claim objections were proper at the time of rejection. Applicant's 
amendment did not overcome claim objections. Examiner referrers to instant 
specification paragraphs [0020, 0026 and 0027] in particular, to distinctly point 
out that there are TWO controllers in the disclosure and to distinguish between 
them by their functionality, a general controller (7) and a data encryption 
controller (10) are used to release the door lock and to encrypt a signal using a 
second cipher key respectively. 

Examiner further suggests amending the claims to clearly state the subject 
matter that is disclosed in the instant specification and further suggest claim to 
recite, "the security data is encrypted ... according to an instruction from the 
portable unit". Applicant can overcome the objection by reciting "general 
controller" and "data encryption controller" where appropriate. 

The 35 use 112 First paragraph rejections were proper at the time of 
rejection. The Applicant did not amend the claims to over come the rejections to 
clarify "a first cipher key" and "a second cipher key". {Please refer to Pages 4-5 
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of office action mailed 08.08.2007}. Examiner directs to instant specification 
paragraphs [0023 - 0029] and requests to amend the claims to distinctly claim 
the functionalities of "a first cipher key" and "a second cipher key".
